That we might not be ſo. much as obnoxtous, to be ſuggeſted by any , to be backward in 
declaring any thing,that may aſſure your Excellency of our due obedience to your Excellency 
as Soldiers , and to that Authority that the Lord hath , and ſhall ſet over us as Chriſtians 
and Engliſh men. | | 
We therefore in all Humility, take this opportunity to mind your Excellency , that as 
_ Adctons are the beſt Evidences of Acquieſcence and Subje&ion , to Civil and Military 
Authorities and Powers, ſo we hope we have given a full Proof thereof of late, when a 
foundation of DiſtraQtion was layed a freſh , not only in Relation to our ſelves , but thoſe 
allo that are under our Charge and Command, there being none ( we hope ) that do more 
breath after the Settlement of theſe Nations in Peace, Truth, and Righteoulneſſe , then 
wedo; and ſhall live in hopes , that the Lord of Hoaſts , who hath the Hearts of all men 
inhishands, will bring in the Kings Majeſty to command in the AﬀeRtions , as well as the 
Subjedtion of our ſelves, and the good People of thele Nations , by Ruling and Reigning 
over us.in Righteouſneſle , that we and others under his Majeſties Government , may live 
quict and peaceable Lives,in all Godlineſſe and Honeſty : The Free and General Indempnity 
offered by his Majeſty , with a Liberty for tender Conſciences , SatisfaQion of Arrears, and 
Readineſle to conſent to a Confirmation of Sales, and other Grants and Purchaſes of eſtates, 
to all Perſons now in Poſſeſſion of the ſame, is that of which , as we cannot doubt of, the 
real Performance being left by his Majeſty to the Parliaments Determination , ſo we beleive 
tis the moſt probable way to bring theſe Nations to their deſired Settlement ; and we hope 
| : we ſhall evince to his Majeſty , to the Parliament , and to all thgW orld, that we and others 
= who have been ingaged in the Parliaments Caule , ſhall be found Loyal Subjects , and being 
ſubje& for Conſcience Sake , by yeilding Adtive or Paſſive Obedience, tothe Commands of y 
KING and Parliament, and being ſatisfied, that whereas Power and Authority is from God, 
ſo the Specification of that power is the ordinance of man, we ſhall tollow your Excellency, 
and joyn with our Brethren of the Armies, under your Command , according to the Obli- 
gations for which , the Armies were firit raiſed , for preſervation of the True Proteitant 
Religion , held forth in the Scriptures , confiſting of principals of Holyneſſe, and ſtands in 
Oppoſition to Popery, Superſtition, Hereſte, and Prophanefle , the Honour and Dignity of 
the KING, the Priviledges of Parliament, the Liberty of the Subje& , the Fundamental : 


Laws of the Land , and what ever elſe is contained in the Solemn League and Covenant.
